Smithsonian Institution. 


The first great scientific institute in 


America, the Smithsonian institution 
in Washington, was founded 70 yours 
a-'o James Lewis Made Smithson, who 
bequeathed the funds for the founding 
of the institution, was a natural sou 
of tho third duke of Northumberland. 
He was a distinguished scientist and 
froethinking philosopher, and on his 
death in 1829 left his fortune of about 
$r>no,000 to his nephew, with the pro- 
viso that if his heir died without issue 
the money was to go to the United 
States government and to be used m 
establishing an institution for tho in- 
crease and diffusion of knowledge. 
His nephew died in 1835 without heirs, 
and the property accordingly came into 
possession of the government. The in- 
stitution was formally organized on 
August 8, 1840, and placed under the 
control of a board of trustees, consist- 
ing of the president and vice president 
of the United States, tho cabinet mem- 
bers, the chief justice of the Supreme 
court, and other officials.

The first great scientific* institute in 
America, the Smithsonian institution 
in Washington, was founded 70 years 
ago. James Lewis Made Smithson, who 
bequeathed the funds for the founding 
of the institution, was a natural son 
of the third duke of Northumberland. 
He was a distinguished scientist and 
freetliinking philosopher* and on his 
death in 1821) left his fortune of about 
$.7,>0,000 to his nephew, with the pro­ 
viso that if his heir died without issue 
the money was to go to the United 
States government and to be used in 
establishing an institution for the in­ 
crease and diffusion of knowledge.

WEEK-END HOLIDAY 


MOVEMENT 
INAUGURATED 
BY 


NEW JERSEY BANKER. 


Would Also Have AH Days of Celebnt 


tion, Except Christmas and New 


Year's, Observed on Week's 


Last Working Day. 


A holiday that would be celebrated 


over the entire North American conti- 
nent north of the Bio Grande is one 
of the possibilities of the Saturday 
full holiday national movement that 
has been 'started here by Alfred N. 
Chandler, a banker, says a Moutclair 
(N. J.) dispatch to the New York 
Sun. 
The movement is to be of wide 


scope and headquarters, in charge of 
Mr. Chandler, are to be opened in 
Newark. The object of the movement 
is to have the present "fixed date" 
holidays, except Christmas and New 
Year's days, shifted to specified Satur- 
days nearest the dates of their pres- 
ent observance, and as an equivalent 
offset in annual holiday hours thus 
gained, the adoption of eight Satur- 
day full holidays in the summer time, 
including Independence and Labor 
days. 


Whether Washington was born oa 


the twenty-second calendar day of Feb- 
ruary or on the third Saturday of Feb- 
ruary; whether Lincoln was born on 
the twelfth calendar day of February 
or on the second Saturday of Febru- 
ary; whether the Declaration of In- 
dependence was adopted on the fourth 
calendar day of July or on the first 
Saturday of July; whether Columbus 
discovered the western hemisphere on 
the twelfth calendar day of October 
or on the second Saturday of Get* 
ber—none of these precise dates of 
the calendar is of paramount import- 
ance when compared with the spirit 
of the event commemorated in the 
minds of those who aie behind the Sat- 
urday full holiday national movement. 


"The business and piofes^ional man 


in these days begins the week's v\ork 
on Monday mornings keyed up In 
spirit for five or five «i.id a half days 
of continued and uninterrupted effort,'* 
said Mr. Chandler in speaking of the 
movement, "but on the average in 
every sixth week there comes with a 
bang a legal holiday in the middle of 
the week. At such tin:cs it becomes 
difficult to throw off the pressure, 
to relax, to get the holiday spirit. We 
seem rather, once we have started, to 
prefer the continuous week's work and 
begrudge the time lost, feeling that we 
are not doing our duty to ourselves, 
our families or our business. 


"This interruption would be mate- 


rially lessened if tlie different states 
would adopt the plan of observing their 
various legal holidays on specified Sat- 
urdays instead of on fixed calendar 
dates,'' continued Mr. Chandler. "Do- 
minion day is observed throughout 
Canada on the first day of July. 
Should wo decide to observe our Inde- 
pendence day annually on the first Sat- 
urday in July it is not unlikely that 
the Canadians would conclude to ob- 
serve their Dominion day on the same 
day. 
Such harmony would be of senti- 


mental benefit and a gain usually of 
one business day each year in busi- 
ness intercourse between the two peo- 
ples." 


As showing the tendency upon the 


part of mercantile business toward a 
Saturday full holiday, Mr. Chandler 
pointed out that a leading department 
store in New York city has for the last 
15 years ma,de every Saturday in July 
and August a full holiday for its em- 
ployees, and during the last two sum- 
mers the number of stores that have 
been closed s all day Saturday has so 
rapidly increased that last year there 
were 14 prominent retail stores in 
New York city which were closed all 
day every Saturday in July aiid Au- 
gust. 


Mr. Qhandler also points out that 


an average of four and a half days 
would be added to the school term 
by having Saturday holidays.

LIVING COST A CENTURY AGO 


Sugar War, 27 Cents a Pound and a 


Coffin Sold for $7.50, According 


to Old Ledger. 


Chester Knipe bus compiled some in- 


tert'Stiug data, collected iu this sec- 
tiou, setting forth what It cost our 
forefathers a century ugo to live, 
writes u North Wales (Pa.) corre- 
spondent of the New York World. At 
tlut time potatoes sold at 30 cents a 
bushel, a coffin was made for $7.50 
and 25 cents was charged to mall 
letters. 


Some of the data are obtained from 


an old ledger kept by David C. Kulp, 
founder of Kulpsville, near North 
Wales, from 1813 to 1834. 


Some of the Interesting prices shown 


follow: 
In 1813 sugar was 20 cents 


a pound; in 1815 it was 27 cants a 
pound; coffee was 23 cents a pound 
and molasses $1.25 a gallon. Calico 
was 33 cents a yard, cotton flannel, 
22 cents and a handkerchief cost 55 
cents. Shoes for adults cost $1.20 a 
pair and for children 50 cents. Trous- 
ers sold at 33 cents, suspenders 43 
cents, stockings 61 cents, writing pa- 
per 4 cents a sheet, candles 22 cents 
a pound, tobacco 12% cents a pound. 


About 1815 onts sold at 50 cents n 


bushel, straw 4 cents a bundle, powder 
75 cents, a pound. Eggs sold from 0 
to 12 cents a dozen and butter brought 
from 10 to 12 cents a pound. Tea at 
that time sold at $1.02 a pound. Meats 
\\ere exceedingly chenn. 
Fork was 


4 cents, veal 5 cenis, beef 0 cents a 
pound. Flour was 4 cents a pound. 


Ancnt labor, it is- shown a farm- 


hand was paid 50 cents a day except- 
ing in the harvest season, when 6Q 
cents was paid a hand.

charged 6 cents for cutting a pair of 
troupers. 
The entries show that he

Snuff was used 


extensively then and the price was 12 
cents a pound. The village storekeep- 
er paid ,$1 a week to have his mer- 
chandise hauled from Philadelphia to 
Kulpsville. The records show Mr. Kulp 
was a milliner and charged 40 cents 
for "altering a bonnet." 


In 1810 Kulp paid David Meschter 


$7.50 for making a coflin for his father. 
Potatoes sold at 30 cents a bushel 
and bricks cost $5.50 per thousand, lie 
was allowed 5 per cent discount on 
banknotes, paying 95 cents for a dol- 
lar bill.

Improved Camera. 


The convenience of the camera has 


been further increased by the addition 
of a means for accurately judging the 
actinic value of the light at the time 
of making a picture, and thereby ur- 
rhing at the correct length of expo- 
sure to be given the sensitive film, says 
the Scientific American. The Improve- 
ment relates particularly to those 
cameras which carry a roll film. As 
these films are now made they are 
backed with a sheet of black or rod 
paper for the purpose of protecting 
them -from the light, and they have 
imprinted on them numbers which ap- 
pear under a tiny opening in the back 
of the camera and serve as a guide to 
the operator in properly spacing the 
exposures on the 
film. 
The new 


scheme, In addition, contemplates at- 
taching to the backing paper, pieces 
of sensitized paper at regular inter- 
vals which pass along under another 
opening, and by observing the change 
which takes place in the color of these 
pieces as they are exposed under the 
opening, the operator is enabled to ar- 
rive at the length of time the shutter 
is to be opened in making the exposure 
for the desired picture.

WEEK-END HOLIDAY 


MOVEMENT 
INAUGURATED 
BY 
NEW JERSEY BANKER. 


Would Also Have All Days of Celebra­ 
tion, Except Christmas and New 
Year's, Observed on Week*« 
Last Working Day. 


A holiday that would be celebrated 
over the entire North American conti­ 
nent north of the Rio Grande is one 
of the possibilities of the Saturday 
full holiday national movement that 
has been started here by Alfred N. 
Chandler, n banker, says a Montclair 
(N. J.) dispatch to the New York 
Sun, The movement is to be of wide 
scope and headquarters, in charge of 
Mr. Chandler, are to be opened in 
Newark. The object of the movement 
is to have the present “fixed date” 
holidays, except Christmas and New 
Year’s days, shifted to specified Satur­ 
days nearest the dates of their pres­ 
ent observance, and as an equivalent 
offset in annual holiday hours thus 
gained, the adoption of eight Satur­ 
day full holidays in the summer time, 
including 
Independence 
and 
Labor 
days. 
Whether Washington was born oa 
the twenty-second calendar day of Feb­ 
ruary or on the third Saturday of Feb­ 
ruary; whether Lincoln was born on 
the twelfth calendar day of February 
or 011 the second Saturday of Febru­ 
ary; whether the Declaration of In­ 
dependence was adopted on the fourth 
calendar day of July or on the first 
Saturday of July; whether Columbus 
discovered the western hemisphere on 
the twelfth calendar day of October 
or on the second Saturday of Octo­ 
ber—none of those precise dates of 
the calendar is of paramount import­ 
ance when compared with the spirit 
of the event commemorated in the 
minds of those who are behind the Sat­ 
urday full holiday national movement. 
“The business and professional man 
in these days begins the week’s work 
on Monday mornings keyed up in 
spirit for five or five «uul a half days 
of continued and uninterrupted effort/* 
said Mr. Chandler in speaking of the 
movement, “but on the average in 
every sixth week there comes with a 
bang a legal holiday in the middle of 
the week. 
At such times it becomes 
difficult to throw off the pressure, 
to relax, to get the holiday spirit. We 
seem rather, once wo have started, to 
prefer the continuous week’s work and 
begrudge the time lost, feeling that we 
are not doing our duty to ourselves, 
our families or our business. 
“This interruption would bo mate­ 
rially lessened if the different states 
would adopt the plan of observing their 
various legal holidays on specified Sat­ 
urdays instead of on fixed calendar 
dates,” continued Mr. Chandler. “Do­ 
minion day is observed throughout 
Canada on the ^first day of July. 
Should we decide to observe our Inde­ 
pendence day annually on the first Sat­ 
urday in July it is not unlikely that 
the Canadians would conclude to ob­ 
serve their Dominion day on the same 
day. Such harmony would be of senti­ 
mental benefit and a gain usually of 
one business day each year in busi­ 
ness intercourse between the two peo­ 
ples.“ 
As showing the tendency upon the 
part of mercantile business toward a 
Saturday full holiday, Mr. Chandler 
pointed out that a leading department 
store in New York city has for the last 
15 years mtvde every Saturday in July 
and August a full holiday for its em­ 
ployees, and during the last two sum­ 
mers the number of stores that have 
been closed % all day Saturday has so 
rapidly increased that last year there 
were 14 prominent retail stores in 
New York city which were closed all 
day every Saturday in July and Au­ 
gust. 
Mr. Chandler also points out that 
an average of four and a half days 
would be added to the school term 
by having Saturday holidays.

Ponderous governmental machinery 
at Washington stood stock still recent­ 
ly while a thirteen-year-old girl ap­ 
peared before a group of dignified gen­ 
erals and tearfully pleaded for the life 
of a little yellow dog.

LIVING COST A CENTURY AGO 


Sugar Was 27 Cents a Pound and a 
Coffin Sold for $7.50, According 
to Oid Ledger. 


Chester Knipe has compiled some in­ 
teresting data, collected in this sec­ 
tion, setting forth what it cost our 
forefathers a century ago to live, 
writes a North Wales (Pa.) corre­ 
spondent of the New York World. At 
tin t lime »potatoes sold at 80 cents a 
bushel, a coffin was made for $7.50 
and 25 cents was charged to mail 
letters. 
Some of the data are obtained from 
an old ledger kept by David C. Kulp, 
founder of Kulpsvillo, 
near North 
Wales, from 1813 to 1834. 
Some of the interesting prices shown 
follow: 
In 1S13 sugar was 20 cents 
a pound; in 1815 tt was 27 cants a 
pound; coffee was 25 cents a pound 
and molasses $1.25 a gallon. 
Calico 
was 33 cents a yard, cotton flannel, 
22 cents and a handkerchief cost 55 
cents. 
Shoos for adults cost $1.20 a 
pair and for children 50 cents. Trous­ 
ers sold at 33 cents, suspenders 43 
cents, stockings 61 cents, writing pa­ 
per 4 cents a sheet, candies 22 cents 
a pound, tobacco 12^ cents a pound. 
About 1815 oats sold at 50 cents a 
bushel, straw 4 cents a bundle, powder 
75 cents, a pound. 
Eggs sold from 0 
to 12 cents a dozen and butter brought 
from 10 to 12 cents a pound. 
Tea at 
that time sold at $1.02 a pound. Meats 
were exceedingly cheap. 
Pork was 
4 cents, veal 5 cents, beef G cents a 
pound. Flour was 4 cents a pound. 
Anont labor, it is • shown a farm­ 
hand was paid 50 cents a day except­ 
ing in the harvest season, when 60 
cents was paid a hand. 
Mr. Kulp 
charged 0 cents for cutting a pair of 
trousers. 
The entries show that he 
“made a new frock for Polly Rina- 
wnlt” for 31 cents. 
Snuff was used 
extensively then and the prico was 12 
cents a pound. The village storekeep­ 
er paid $1 a week to have his mer­ 
chandise hauled from Philadelphia to 
Kulpsvillo. Tho records show Mr. Kulp 
was a milliner and charged 40 ceuts 
for “altering a bonnet.“ 
In 1810 Kulp paid David Meschter 
$7.50 for making a cofliu for his father. 
Potatoes sold at 30 cents a bushel 
and bricks cost $5.50 per thousand. He 
was allowed 5 per cent discount on 
banknotes, paying 95 cents for a dol­ 
lar bill.

Improved Camera. 
The convenience of the camera has 
been further increased by the addition 
of a means for accurately judging tho 
actinic value of the light at the time 
of making a picture, and thereby ar­ 
riving at the correct length of expo­ 
sure to be given the sensitive film, says 
the Scientific American. The improve­ 
ment relates particularly 
to those 
cameras which carry a roll film. 
As 
these films are now made they are 
backed with a sheet of black or red 
paper for the purpose of protecting 
them -from the light, and they have 
imprinted on them numbers which ap­ 
pear under a tiny opening In the back 
of the camera and serve as a guide to 
the operator in properly spacing the 
exposures on 
the film. 
The new 
scheme, in addition, contemplates at­ 
taching to the backing paper, pieces 
of sensitized paper at regular inter­ 
vals which pass along under another 
opening, and by observing the change 
which takes place in the color of these 
pieces as they are exposed under the 
opening, the operator is enabled to ar­ 
rive at the length of time the shutter 
is to be opened in making the exposure 
for the desired picture.

man cooks prepare should be more

Almond Rings. — Mix to- 


gether three-fourths of a 
pound of butter, half a 
pound of powdered sugar, 
the yolks of three eggs 
and a pound of sifted 


flour, lloll thin and cut into strips 
and form in rings; dip these in white 
of egg, then in chopped almonds, sugar 
and cinnamon, mix and bake in n 
moderate ov'en. Kee|» in a cool place. 
"Sauer Braten. — Cover a piece of 
stewing beef with vinegar and let stand 
48 hours; drain, lard it and spnnklo 
with spice and fry in hot drippings 
When- brov. ned well all over, put into 
the kettle with a lemon rind, two sliced 
carrots and two leeks, add a little hot 
water and simmer until the meat is 
tender, strain, thicken the liquor left, 
with flour, add enough lemon juice or 
vinegar to make it tart. Serve with 
the meat and sauerkraut. 


Beet Fritters. — Mash live beets to a 


pulp, add the yolks of four eggs, beaten 
with two tablespoonfuls of cream and 
two tablespoonfuls of flour. Add the 
grated rind of a lemon, sugar and nut- 
meg to taste; mix and shape into 
small cakes and saute in a little but- 
ter. Serve with tart fruit as a garnish, 
such as cherries or apples. 


Roast Goose With Stuffing. — A six- 


month-old goose will require no par- 
boiling, an older one should be par- 
boiled. Scrub the outside thoroughly 
with a vegetable brush and soda water. 
using care not to break the skin. Wipe- 
dry, 
rub the inside of the goosa with 


the cut side of an onion, dust it vuth 
sage, salt and pepper, dredge with flour 
and stun* it, cook in a covered roaster. 
When tender serve with gooseberry 
jelly and garnish with cooked apple 
rings with a stewed prune in the center 
of each slice. Stuff with a pound each 
of raisins, blanched and chopped al- 
monds, bread crumbs, with the goose 
Hvef cooked and finely chopped, two 
teaspoonfuls of salt, one minced onion, 
a tablespoonful of powdered sage and 
a cupful of melted butter. Do not 
pack the stuffing in but fill lightly, sew 
up the goose and put into the roaster.

HIS is the week of Thanksgiving. 
Thanksgiving day is an Ameri­ 
can custom started by the Pil­ 
grims who landed on the new 
continent and faced hardships which 
few can realize who are reared in 
the wealth and luxury of the land to­ 
day.

This is no dis­ 
paragement of the things we are grate­ 
ful for; but humanity does not think 
of thanks until it has felt the terrors 
of distress. 
The rich who live in luxury and ease 
do not thank with their hearts. Their 
thanks are but formal expressions of 
meaningless, words.

But the poverty-stricken who have 
faced starvation pour out thanks from 
their Jiumble hearts for the things 
that have saved their lives. 
Those who live in gorgeous homes 
with 
comfortable fireplaces do not 
think of thanks. 
But those who Jive 
in the little hovel with big cracks in 
the walls and crevices about the doors 
and windows and without fuel, give 
thanks for the comfort of lire. 
We do not prize health until we have 
Jost it, and wre do not appreciate life 
until we have faced the danger of hav­ 
ing to give it up. 
That which we have we are likely lo 
accept its a m atter of course; but be 
deprived of it and the sudden realiza­ 
tion of its value jars our souls like an 
earthquake. 
We are thankful in the full sense of 
the word for tilings necessary to Jife 
tuid happiness only when we have had 
to do without them. 
We are not thankful for that to 
which we are accustomed and accept 
thoughtlessly. 
But when we are de­ 
prived of the necessities of life and 
face the hardships, including death 
that come as a result, we are thankful 
'With all .our heart, 


America has more to be thankful for 
yearly, than any other nation In tho 
world; but our thanks are tempered 
by the gravity of the sorrow' of our 
neighbors. 
The year has not been one of groat 
happiness, peace and prosperity. It It? 
a year of travail for humanity—the 
travail of a people being born again. 
But out of it will come a disciplined 
and sober people; a people who will 
know the realities of life better. 
Wo will learn that life is a serious 
matter, and no silly, simpering affair.

Feast of the Tabcrnaclcs. 
The feast of the tabernacles in the 
Old Testament times was also a har­ 
vest celebration and took place on tho 
seventh day of the month, which cor­ 
responds tq our November, sometimes 
lasting for a whole week. They gath­ 
ered in the temple in great proces­ 
sions, holding palms, and in the streets 
wore booths decorated with the flow­ 
ers and fruits of autumn. 
Among the Indians of America the
